Charles G. Dawes, republican nom- 
ié¢e for the vice presidency,- is well 
known in Atlanta, having organized 
and trained here in 1917 the 17th 
regiment of engineers for service duc- 
ing the world war. : 

The regiment, commanded and car- 


med overseas by Dawes. who then heli 
‘the rank of colonel, 


was composed 
icrgely of Atlanta, Georgia and south- 
ern men, with a scattering of Chica- 


‘vyoans enlisted by Colonel Dawes and 


brought here by him. 

The organization was recruited and 
trained in quarters in the Woodward 
lumber yard, near the intersection of 
Whitehall and Stewart avenues. It was 
made a unit of the regualr army after 
being organized through voluntary en- 
tistment by Dawes. 

Headed by. Colonel Dawes, the rest- 
ment left Atlanta about July 17, 1917 
efter having undergone approximately 
two months’ intensive training. Ar- 
riving overseas among the first 15,000 
American expeditionary troops, tt was 
accorded a rousing welcomé in Lon- 
den. Later it was sent to headquar- 
ters at St. Nazaire, and placed in 
wharge of engineering activities of 
base section No. 1, extending from St. 
Nazaire north to the port of Brest, 
south to Marseilles and east to Paris 
At the time of the armistice it wae 
engaged in building gigantic ware 
invitees and a network of railroad lines 
at Brest. which had been decided on 
as America’s chief poiut of receivin, 
supplies for expeditionary forces.

Placed in nomination by 
Dr. Marion Leroy Burton, of Michi- 
gan, Mr. Coolidge’s name threw the 
assembled delegates into another old- 
time demonstration, and when the roll 
call began, state after state took its 
place in the column of his supporters. 
The caH of the states was scarcely 
half over when the necessary majority 
to nominate had been recorded in his 
favor. 
Only Name Presented. 

No other name was presented for- 
nally to the convention, but 28 
of the 29 Wisconsin votes and six 
from North Dakota were cast for 
Robert M. La Foifette and 10 of the 
South Daktota delegates followed out 
their primary instructions and voted 
for Hiram Johnson.

IN ANNUAL MEET 


Athens, Ga., June 12.—(Special.) 


The board of trustees cf the Uni- 
versity of Georgia met in the 124th 
annual session Thursday afternoon 
and organized for work to be done 
during the next few days, the ses- 
sion to continue through next 
Wednesday, commencement day. 
Judge Richard B. Russell, chairman, 
presided. 

Chancellor David C. Barrow re- 
ported that registration for the year 
—-regular students—reached 1,727, 
and remarked that “this is a large 
registration compared with the pro- 
vision for instruction at the univer- 
sity.” 

“The most urgent need,” he said, 
‘Se for class rooms. A_ laboratory 
for physics should be a serious con- 
cern of your honorable body.” 

He complimented the faculty 
chairman of athletics on the success 
of the year’s activities, mentioning 
the resumption with Georgia Tech, 
and the military. department also 
drew praise. 

Concluding, he urged a mainte- 
nance fund for the university, stating 
that the situation is a serious one, 
especially in view of the fact that 
this is the final year for the gen- 
eral education board fund, made 
available several years ago. 

Dean Charles M. Snelling submitted 
his report, showing the number of 
students and courses taken. His re- 
port carried also many other interest- 
ine features.

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Concen trate d Fight 
To Eradicate Weevil 


Athens, Ga., June 12.—A statewide 
campaign for seg 4 the boll weevil 
has been launched by the extension 
forces of the State College of Agri- 
culture through its agent force for 
this week, On last Monday morn- 
ing, every county agent allied with 
the State College of. Agriculture be- 
gan an active campaign to urge the 
farmers to start poisoning their cot- 
ton in the pre-square stage of the 
crop. Newspapers, civic clubs, com- 
merce boards, and other agencies 
throughout the state are reported to 
be supporting the movement, and an 
effort is being made to start a sys- 
tematic fight that will go a long way 
in keeping the pest under control. 

Although the weevils have not ap- 
peared in great numbers yet, farmers 
in all parts of the state are making 
determined efforts to keep them under 
control. Replies to a questionaire 
sent all county agents. by J. Phil 
Campbell, director of extension of the 
State College of Agriculture, indicate 
that farmers are already waging an 
active fight against the pest, and that 
some headway has been made. Syrup 
mixtures and calcium arsenate in dust 
form are being relied upon principally 
at the stage of the cotton crop, and a 
united effort is being made to stop 
the ravages of -the weevil in this 
early stage, and prevent a rapid in- 
crease in number. 

According to extension officials, an 
average of 100,000 pounds .of poison 
per county has been purchdsed, and 
agents say that farmers will fight 
the weevil throughout the life of the 
cotton crop. Some, it is reported, 
will continue to use mixtures of syrup 
and calcium arsenate, others calcium 
arsenate in dust form, while some of 
the planters prefer the Florida meth- 
od which proved so successful last 
year. 

Replies to the questionaire also in- 
dicate that the farmer is not fight- 
ing the battle alone, but that busi- 
ness men everywhere are exerting 
their influence toward exterminating 
the weevil, and are extending aid to 
the farmers jin every possible way.

Valdosta, Ga., June 12.—Does open- 
ing a ballot box in a regular meet- 
ing of a city commission automatical- 
ly place under the official cognizance 
of the commission the contents of 
those boxes? 

This is the interesting legal ques- 
tion propounded Thursday.at the hear- 
ing of the mandamus proceedings in 
Waycross to compel the city commis- 
sion to declare the city mileage elec- 
tion lost. The city charter of Way- 
cross gave the people the right to in- 
crease the milleage for support of city 
schools from six up to a maximum of 
10 mills, provided two-thirds of the 
people voting so express themselves, 
and provided that two-thirds is a ma- 
jority of the registered vote. 

On November 7, 1923, the milleage 
election was held. That evening the 
managers counted the vote, and an- 
nounced unofficially that the re- 
quisite two-thirds vote had not been 
obtained. . The time named in the 
charter for the official consolidation 
was the next regular meeting of the 
city commission following. the elec- 
tion. This date was November 20, 
1923. 

On that evening the ballot boxes 
were brought in to the city commis- 
sien, but before the result could be 
announced a request for a recount 
was made, and was granted by the 
election managers. The result of the 
recount, which was the opposite of 
the first count, was declared by -the 
city commission the officially con- 
solidated vote, and the increased mille- 
age was declared carried by the city 
commission. Immediately a group of 
citizens took the position that the 
vote as originally counted, and not the 
recount, was the legally consolidated 
vote, 

Elk Wilcox, of Valdosta, and M. D. 
Deckerson, of Dovglas, representing 
the citizens at the hearing Thursday 
afternoon, contended that as soon as 
the ballot hoxes were brought into the 
city commission meeting on the eve- 
ning of November 20, the sheets of 
paper containing the count of No- 
vember 7 immediately came under th 
cfficial cognizancé of the city com- 
rnuission, and therefore constituted the 
official consolidation. 

The attorneys for the city, D. M. 
Parker, J. D. Blalock and Parks, 
Reed and Garrett, all of Waycross, 
contended that the city commission- 
ers were not officially notified of tho 
result until after the recount; that it 
took an official statement from the 
managers and not a mere opening of 
the ballot boxes in their presence te 
constitute official notice. They 
further contend that the managers 
had the right to grant a recount, and 
were well within their legal rights in 
making this recaount before they an- 
nounced the result to the city com- 
mission. 

Judge J. I. Summerall asked the 
counsel to hand in briefs and reserved 
his decision until after reading these. 
It is certain. that whichever way 
the judge decides, the case will be ap- 
pealed to the supreme court for final 
decision.

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FOR PHILLIPS LUMBER 


Washington, June 12.—Guy V. Ma- 
son, Washington lawyer, testified to- 
day for the government at the trial of 
the alleged lumber fraud conspiracy 
case. e bad been counsel for the 
American Walnut association, which 
had protested the sale of hardwovds 
from the air service to the firm of 
Phillips & Stephens. 

In May, 1920, the witness said, he, 
with a representative of the associa- 
tion, called on Ernest ©. Morse, for- 
mer director of sales of the war de- 
artment, and ore of the defendants. 

orse explained about the shortage 
in the soft lumber under the contract 
and told of the decision to substitute 
the hardwood to prevent the govern- 
ment’s being liable for damages for 
failure to carry out its contract, the 
witness said. A conference for a later 
date was arranged, but Morse was 
out of the city at that time. At that 
conference four other representatives 
of the government were present and 
the matter was considered in detail. 

Mason said he made an offer for 
the association to purchase all the 
hardwood at $150 per thousand feet, 
Phinin had been contracted for with 
Phillips & Stephens at $115 per thou- 
sand with a proviso that the govern- 
ment might retain 35 per cent of the 
best lumber. Morse told the witness, 
he said, that the judge advocate 4s- 
signed to Morse’s office had advised 
that the substitution could be made. 
The prosecution claims this opinion 
was contrary to one rendered by the 
judge advocate general denying the re- 
port of substitution. 

On cross-examination by Attorney 
Frank J. Hogan, the witness was 
shown a letter written by Mason to 
the association detailing the result of 
the conference. The government ob- 
jected to its introduction in evidence, 
and was sustained by the court. Mr. 
Hogan put the salient points of the 
letter into his questions to the wit- 
ness. The witness had stated in the 
communication that $115 was a good 
price for the lumber under the condi- 
tions and that there appeared to be 
nothing wrong in the transaction and 
that Morse had acted under legal ad- 
vice and from facts related to Morse. 
The government had been protected by 
the contract and avoided a suit for 
damages, it was shown.

He.is like the soldier equipped 
for a forced march. ‘About him there 
was hever any needless thing. No 
useless burdens held him back.’ Fru- 
gality to him is no mere negative ap- 
proach to life. He actually believes 
tLat ‘civilization rests on conserva- 
tion.’ To him waste is a vicious be- 
trayal of our country, while thrift is 
the constructive force which assures a 
stronger future. He seems to person- 
ify this philosophy. Every moment 
cf time, without hurry or confusion, 
is wisely employed. His mind has a 
chance to work because his tongue 
elves it an opportunity. He is marked 
by fecundity of ideas and frugality 
of idioms, by prodigality of thought 
and economy of expression. This pic- 
ture makes a consistent whole. It 
ail eventuates in an insistent policy of 
economy in government expenditures. 
He believes there is urgent necessity 
the world over for actual retrenchment 
in the use of public funds. His insist- 
ence upon tax reduction and tax re- 
form illustrates emphatically the prac- 
tical application of his sense of thrift. 
Life Means Work. 

“To him, life is work. He grew up 
with the idea that hard work is the 
normal and desirable lot of everyone. 
This idea runs back into the earliest 
crigin of our history. John Robin- 
son the pastor of the Pilgrims in Hol- 
land, said that ‘the people are indus- 
‘rious and frugal.’ ‘These ideas were 
a part of the very marrow of his an- 
eestors. Jt was only natural for him 
to direct the senate of Massachusetts 
to ‘do the day’s work.’ Theodore 
Roosevelt placed a stirring emphasis 
tpon the ‘strenuous life.” His genera- 
tien adopted the idea in an almost self- 
conscious way. This man simply as- 
sumed it. Jt would never occur to 
him that work was an incident in 
life or a mere corrolary to its main 
theories. It is an ingrained part of 
his being. He admires Ulysses SS. 
Grant because ‘he worked.. He made 
progress.” This conception of life is 
intimately interwoven with his ideas 
of government and society. Freedom 
demands work because it is not a 
vift but an achievement. He insists 
that ‘there is no substitute for militant 
freedom.” He regrets that we Amer- 
ieans think we can take our blessings 
of free government and our heritage 
ef noble traditions and enjoy them 
without realizing that eternal vigi- 
lance is necessarv. ‘Indenendence is 
exceedingly exacting, self-control is 
arduous, self-government is difficult.’ 
We must all pay the price of frae- 
‘dom. TWiberty and leisure are mutual- 
ly exclusive just as work and life are 
synonymous. When we all learn to 
work in peace as we did in war our 
country’s ev'ls will diminish and our 
confidence in its ideals will deepen. 
Thus he thinks and acts. He is the 


personification of work. 


Is Very Patient. 

“In the largest sense of the term he 
is a patient man. He knows that 
time will do its perfect work. He does 
not judge conditions or civilizations or 
government in terms of a day, a 
month or a year. He -instinctively 
takes the long look. He knows thor- 
oughly the history of our country and 
understands with keen insight’ the 
principles which we represent. He 
calmly writes that ‘the great forees of 
other centuries converged in America. 
They are working out a new destiny 
here. It is not for us to view them 
with too much impatience.’ This phi- 
losophy of progress and history is no 
mere intellectual conclusion. ‘In his 
presence you feel it as a living reality. 
He makes a calm, unhurried, steady 
approach to the tasks of life. No one 
can throw him into a panic, for he 
sees life steadily and sees it whole. 
Perhaps this helps one to understand 
one of his most appealing qualities. 
Any man in the turmoil of practical 
politics must deal with many conflict- 
ing forces. He cannot please vvery- 
one. Therefore some, for the time, be- 
come hostile and critical. ‘This condi- 
tion is inevitable in the life of any 
!administrator. This man, in a very 
remarkable way, takes his punishment 
quietly and silently. At times he must 
oppose what appears to some as an 
unqualified good because he recognizes 
its temporary benefits and sees in the 
distant future that it must work an 
evil to society. Through all such ex- 
periences he walks with the spirit of 
human understanding. He knows that 
time wil] hea] the hurt. His sense of 
time explains the thoroughness of his 
work and his intolerance for super- 
ficiality. He must have the facts at 
first hand and will not base decisions 
on a partial knowledge of the situ- 
ation. He will not be hurried. He 
avoids extremes and loves proportion. 
' Life does not consist of detached un- 
‘related events. It is a unity welded 
‘together by the alchemy of time. He 

knowe how to wait and not be tired 
‘by waiting. When he acts you know 
he will not be impetuous because he 
takes time to think to the soul of 
things. Democracy, in her careless 
blundering confidence, is in dire need 
of such leadership. 

Has Sense of Humor. 

“Has he a sense of humor? Em- 
phatically yes. It is not the type that 
wastes time in recounting incidents of 
ever-increasing triteness. There is an 
alertness about his mind and a nimble. 
ness of his spirit which are very at- 
tractive. These qualities do not ex- 
press themselves in just the ordinary 
forms. At times you might imagine he 
had not even “heard what was. being 
said. Then he drops a remark which 
makes you realize that he has taken 
several steps in advance and has put 
his finger on the real point. He is 
not-given to hilarity. His humor is 
dry and delightful and its expression 
as a rule is just as sententious as his 
| more serious utterances. 

“Beneath the characteristics we 
have mentioned lies something which 
she naturally hesitates to drag out 
into the light. ‘T’here are some things 
too sacred for public parade even 
though a man belongs to the people. 
When you find a man, however, with 
qualities such as we have sketched, 
you inevitably ask for the secret, 
What is the dynamic back of this 
moral fiber, this bitter self control 
this sense of the value of things, this 
instructive understanding af work, 
this quiet patience with the ages? 
It is his sense of the spiritual. No one 
can read his speeches without realiz- 
ing that to him religion is essential 
te life. I am speaking in the broad- 
est and most comprehensive terms, 
am not discussing theology but re- 
ligion. There are at least a few great 
fundamental spiritual realities which 
xre the common possession of men. 
He firmly believes religion to _ be 
necessary to the ideals of America. 
He asserts that ‘most of all there is 
need of religion. From that source 
alone came freedom. Nothing else 
touches the soul of maf. Nothing 
else justifies faith in the people.’ Tol- 
eration in religion is among our most 
notable achievements in this country. 
The vital realities of religon alone 
ean satisfy the deepest needs of the 
human spirit. It is reassuring to 
know that this man believes in a 
personal power greater than man; in 
emergencies, with Washington and 
Lincoln, he will know that the issue 
lies in another hand. 

Religion is Concise. : 

“His religious convictigns center 
ubout a few great words—hi | 
sacrifice, renunciation, service, In a 
very commendable sense he is a hum- 
ble man. He puts himself out of the 
center of things. He bhelieyes that 
‘it is only in the spirit of true humil- 
ity that there is any a to the 
better things of iffe. is remarkable 
speech of Memorial this year 
was actually built are the idea of 
ciation.,-To him ‘the law of life, 
the law of progress, is the law of obe- 
dience, the law of agrvice.’

_“This whole side 
minates in a striking 
problem of: material prosperity and its 
effects upon the quality of our na- 
tional life. To him there is not the 
slightest need of regarding material 
and spiritual resources as conflicting 
elements of civilization. Some main- 
tain that materialism is our national 
curse. He insists upon the possibility 
vf a wholesome relationship between 
these two great factors. e recog- 
nizes that there ia much current dis- 
content but he believes it to be due 
largely to unworthy confidence in the 
things we touch and see and handle. 
He counsels that we examine anew 
‘our attitude ot mind toward posses- 
sions.’ In fact, he firmly believes 
that real prosperity and even progress 
demand spiritual values, ‘Nor will 
reul prosperity arise,’ he says ‘by re- 
lyirg upon a materialism which leaves 
out of consideration human. ideals.’ 
But this does not mean to him that 
there is anything inevitably incom- 
patible between the highest standards 
of spiritual living and genuine busi- 
ness success. In short, the former 
makes possible the latter. It would 
be a startling thing to the world to 
know that America actually stands 
just there. It may be well to add 
these challenging words of his with 
special attention to the omler and 
emphasis: ‘There are two fundamental 
motives which inspire human ac 
tion. The first and most important is 
that of righteousness. There is that in 
mankind, stronger than all else, which 
requires them to do right. When 
that requirement is satisfied the next 
motive is that of gain.’ This is a new 
point of view for many American 
critics, Its soundness needs no ce- 
fense. 
Is Possessed of Character. 

“Here then is the man. He fol- 
‘lows ‘right and truth to their logical 
conclusions.’ He gathered it all up 
in an address he delivered a year ago 
at a college commencement. He gaid, 
‘we do not need more uational de- 
velopment, we need more __ spiritual 
development. We do not need more in- 
tellectual power, we need more moral 
power. We do not need more knowl- 
edge, we need more character. We do 
not need more government, we need 
more religion. We do not need more 
of the things that are seen, we need 
more of the things that are unseen. 


“What America must learn is pre- 
cisely what this man is saying 80 
clearly and forcefully. It has a ring 
to it which will permeate the world. 
He has been successful in politics 
because he has been simply and un- 
answerably honest. The hardest thing 
in the world to defeat is sheer charac- 
ter. Some American politiciang still 
have a great lesson to learn. The 
first mark of a public servant is not 
solely the desire to know what the 
people want, but the purpose to help 
the people want what they ought to 
have. 

“It is not too much to affirm that 
the people of the United States have 
intense longings which they do not 
entirely understand and which by the 
very terms of the problem they can- 
not focus and express. I belicve this 
man does comprebend® these intense 
yearnings of the people and that 
quietly and persistently he is putting 
them forth in sharp, incisive uiter- 
ances. The Boston police strike need 
not be rehearsed here. Its details are 
well known. But America will nol 
soon forget this emphatic assertion 
of a conviction which is destined tu 
live in American history: ‘There is 
no right to strike against the public 
safety by anybody, anywhere, any 
time.’ The American people believe 
that. It required backbone to say 
it. They told him it would no doubt 
end his public life. He simply said 
‘very likely,’ and proceeded to do his 
duty as he understood it. Such is 
the man. He breeds’ confidence. 
There igs here the solid basis on which 
you can build a public career of the 
highest quality.. America needs this 
man In this hour, and the world needs 
America. 


He Thinks “America.” 


“With this partial understanding 

of the individual we are prepared te 
learn that this man in the most thrill- 
ing sense of the term is an Ameri- 
can. He has been ‘Thinking Amer- 
lea, believing America and living 
America.’ 
_ “The place he gives to intelligence 
is genuinely American. He is saturat- 
ed with confidence in the value of the 
mind. He constantly’ emphasizes the 
necessity of schools and the impor: 
tance of education to our nation. 
Problems of the most serious import 
require solution. Clear, straight, 
hard thinking alone will do it. This 
man sees this great truth in all its 
bearings and never fails to emphasize 
it. It may not be one of the spectac- 
ular aspects of his Americanism, but 
it ig one which the future will not 
forget. Americans believe in their 
children and in edueation. They de- 
mand primary schools, high schools 
colleges and universities. These 
agencies have no better or more un- 
derstanding friend than this man. 

i ig nme nag Conservative. 

n Amerjca we have t i 
practice of tlassifying tgs We at. 
tempt to put labels on them and 
imagine that thereby we have settled 
something. We have unusual facili-y 
in this method because we rarely 
pause to agree on any definition of 
the terms. As a matter of fact it is 
not the meaning of the term that 
sives us concern. It is the implica- 
tion it carries, its flavor or its color. 
We say a man is a conservative, a 
liberal or a radical and for us the 
term carries praise or opprobrium, de- 
pending entirely upon our own point 
of view. Now this man’s American- 
ism comes to lefty expression in what 
some have praised and others have 
criticized as his ‘conservatism.’ Let 
uS examine the actual facts. 

“He reverences our past. He knows 
that the past has produced for us 
much truth and wisdom. ‘Therefore, 
he believes in history and a thorough 
knowledge of that past... . 

“He uses the past for the future. 
He is no more worshipper of the past 
as the past. It has meaning chiefly 
as a guide for the future. He recog- 
nizes clearly the evils of dead. con- 
gealed conservatisms. His em- 
phasis is on the days to come. He is 
concerned chiefly about our tend- 
encies. Therefore, he says, ‘we re- 
view the past not in order that we 
may return to it, but that we may 
find in what direction, straight and | 
clear, it points in the future.’ His is 
a sane forward-looking conservatism. 

Serene Through Clamors. 

“He does not concede tiat the pres- 
ent clamor for change proves that our 
national principles are false, or that 
our governmental organization is 
weak. Changes must come. Every 
Sane person recognizes that. .. The

Demands Law Respect.

ustrates how many peo- 
ple fail to understand the real genius 
of our institutions. If democracy 
means anything it requires ‘obedience 
to the rule of. the people.’ Our liber- 
ties-have been purchased at great sac- 
rifice, but it is amazing how cheaply 
some would barter them away. With 
sharp incisiveness this man writes: 
‘The sole guarantee of liberty is obe- 
dience to law under the forms vf or- 
dered government.’ How few under- 
stand, or, if they do, are willing to 
live by it. It goes without saying that 
‘the authority of the law is questioned 
in these days all too much. The bind- 
ing obligation of obedience against per- 
sonal desire is denied in many quar- 
ters.’ Upon this issue there is no mis- 
taking where he stands. Law observ- 
ance is a necessity for perpetyation of 
American institutions, He points out, 
among others, two vital considerations. 
Firstly, law goes back to the individ- 
ual citizen. ‘To enact or to repeal 
laws ig not to secure real reform. It 
is necessary to take these problems di- 
rectly to the individual.’ It is upon 
him that the ultimate test must come. 
Secondly, we all live in a world con- 
trolled by law, a fact which we cannot 
ignore with impunity. He _ never 
showed better his comprehension of 
this solemn faet than when he wrote 
these words: ‘We are a race of beings 
created in a universe where%aw reigns. 
That will forever need all the repeti- 
tion and emphasis which can be put on 
it: Law reigns. It can neither be 
cheated, evaded or turned aside. We 
ean discover it, live in accordance with 
it, observe it, and develop and suc- 
eeed: or we cau disregard it, violate 
it, defy it and fail. Law reigns.’ 
Here is the basis for an orderly warld. 
The laws which man makes for him- 
self under self-government must be ob- 
served with the same kind of respect 
or our whole scheme collapses. Every 
true American must share his stern 
deterraination to bring about the full 
observance and rigid enforcement of 
the law. 


Is Fervent Nationalist. 

“His fervent love of America has 
made him an out-and-out nationalist. 
He cannot look with composure upon 
any plan or proposal which would 
limit directly or by inference the in- 
dependence of America. No one need 
doubt where he stands. His devotion 
to his country will never permit him 
to fail in protecting American rights. 
Without any hesitation he asserts, ‘It 
is the record of history that mations 
follow their interests. We shall follow 
ours.’ That is clear-cut and unequiv- 
ocal. In discussing the Paris confer- 
ence he has said ‘everyone knows that 
the American soul longs to establish a 
condition which held the promise of 4 
permanent peace, but its ideal was for 
a peace not imposed by the major 
forces of the world from without but 
maintained by the moral power vf the 
world from within.’ We sense again 
his deen spiritual understanding of 
men and of nations. Without narrow- 
ness, with deep devotion to American 
ideals, he knows that the kingdom of 
God is within us and that peace can- 
not be taken by violence. He was 
thoroughly in .sympathy with the 
Washington conference, its methods 
and sesults because it in no way con- 
tradicted American principles. No 
nation was to ‘suffer any diminution 
of independence.’ That conference was 
to him ‘the expression of a great hope.’ 
‘It proposes something that America 
can do at home. It surrenders no 
right, it imposes no burden, it prom- 
ises relief at home and a better under- 
standing abroad.’ He stands for 
America first because America can 
then serve all mankind. We are an 
independent people. With real fervor 
he has exclaimed ‘we have a great de- 
sire to be supremely American.’ Here, 
then, is this man who is a fellow- 
American. He believes firmly in in- 
telligence; he is the apostle of sound 
progress for all the people; he de- 
mands that democracy shall respect its 
own laws; and above all, he stands for 
the undiminished, untrammeled inde- 
pendence and sovereignty of the United 
States of America. Heart and soul he 
is an American, 

Is Quite Human. 

“We have seen what manner of 
man he is. We have found him to be 
superbly American. The roots of true 
Americanism run down deep into hu- 
manity. By the very logic of our na- 
tional principles we were forced to 
enter the great war. Not for territo- 
rial expansion, not for indemnities, 
not for trade supremacy or any selfish 
reason did we mobilize our men and 
cur money. We sent our most pre- 
cious possessions across the waters. 
Believing what we did and being what 
we were it was inevitable. There was 
ro alternative. To be an American 
is to be a member of the human race. 
It goes deeper than national lines or 
political issues into the very heart 
of mankind. It rests back upon the 
value which we place upon a human 
being. We know that there is noth- 
ing in all the world that can be com- 
pared to or should be given in ex- 
change for a human being. A spark 
bas disturbed our clod. We are all 
potentially sons and daughters of a 
common father. The brotherhood of 
ran can be rightly viewed only from 
this angle. We shall find here new 
depths in this man whom we have 
chosen as our leader. 

Believes in. People. 

“He has unlimited confidence in the 
people, This is said in no cheap 
sense. It is an ineradicable part ot 
his theory of representative govern- 
ment. He actually proceeds upon the 
conviction as Thomas Hooker pute it, 
that ‘the foundation of authority 13 
laid firstly in the free consent of the 
people.’ - This is a favorite quotation 
of the president’s. As early as 1895, 
when he was a college student, he 
xrote in his prize essay that ‘sover- 
cignty is always finally vested in the 
people.’ He constantly reiterated his 
conviction that the people have noth- 
ing to depend upon but themselves. 
They must and can work out their 
own destiny. It is a mistake to place 
too much reliance upon government. 
He knows that citizens thoroughly 
aroused to their duties can accomplish 
what they desire and that without 
aveh an attitude on the part of the 
reople there is little hope of genuine 
progress. Responsibility he places 
squarely where it belongs. He insists 
that it rests entirely on the people. It 
depends on their ability both to rule 
and to obev. It is what they are. The 
eovernment is what they make it.’ 
Consistent with this point of view he 
netively supported the change to the 
cirect election of United States sen- 
ators. His whole career is a chal- 
lenge to every citizen to perform his 
nublic dutv. As a human being he 
“clieves without reservations in the 
zeople and their capacity for self- 
rovernment. 

Supports Suffrage. 

**As early cs 1907 he was support- 
ing equal suffrage. Those were the 
duys when it required courage to be 
a suffragist. But. he saw. the prin- 
ciple with perfect clearness and was 
its ardent advocate from the beginning 
cf his public career. Likewise when 
he was in the senate of his own state 
e actively supported the mothers’ re- 
lief bill and as governor of the com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts in 1919 
ke signed the forty-eight-hour bill de- 
signed to safeguard the vital interests 
of women and children. : 

“We must add to these convincing 
practical evidences of his position 
the deeper human aspects. His 
speeches reveal a peculiarly beautiful, 
and gracious appreciation of the 
mother and the home. An unvarying 
note of nobility permeates his utter- 
ances whenever he alludes to these 
factors of our life and socia! order. 
. . +» To him the home is our most 
sacred institution.

“A second deduction from his fun- 
damental confidence in the people 
makes clear with equal cogency, that 
the integrity of the nation is a su- 
preme consideration, that sectionalism 
and class distinctions are intolerable 
in a true America, that group must 
cooperate rather than engage in bit 
ter conflict, and particularly that 
capital and labor must for the sake of 
both and the public welfare pool their 
interests and work together as human 
beizigs..° In all these complicated 


the fundamental fact that human 
values are supreme. In very practical 
ways he has contributed through the 
years to the solution of these vexed 
roblems. In his home state organized 
abor was interested in the modifi- 
cation of labor injunctions. In keepé 
ig with the wishes of the employees 
desired results were. brought about 
without any invasion of the funda- 
mental legal principles invobved. As 
early as 1912, the first year he was 
in the senate of his state, he sup- 
ported the Full Crew bill for the rail- 
ways providing for an adequate num- 
ber of men on: each train. in keep- 
ing with the judgment of those who 
actually operate them. 
Fundamentals Sound. 

“On the side of logic and theory 
his position is equally clear and his 
attitude through a ite period of 
years has won for him the entire con- 
fidence of both capital and labor. He 
believes firmly in the value and right 
to organize. His ideal is co- 
operation, not enmity; mutual confer- 
ence and cooperation, not warfare and 
bitter antagonism. He actuatty be- 
lieveg that men can work together in 
good will and with mutual benefit. 
. + « His confidence in men, . there- 
fore, is no campaign cry. It is a liv- 
ing reality in his heart: ... His 
plea is for fairness from both sides. 
-« + In his years of service at the 
state house in Boston, railway presi- 
dents and representatives of organized 
labor learned to trust him and his 
sense of fairness. Both sides stated 
that they were willing to leave the de- 
cision to him without even presenting 
their own arguments. They knew he 
would get.the facts and would be 


fair. This is high tribute not only 
to his statesmanship but to his sense 
of intrinsic values... . 


Wants Preparedness, 

“We have seen that this man is su- 
premely American, that he can toler- 
ate no limitations of a sound nation- 
alism. Some have therefore conclud- 
ed that he neglects the cogent implica- 
tions of the argument we have been 
following. Moreover’ they have ar- 
rived at this position by misunder- 
standing his expressed views regard- 
ing a world organization and have 
failed to give proper and deserved em- 
phasis to his clearly and emphatically 
expressed policy. If he is the great 
human being whom we have said he 
is, 1f his confidence in the people is 
based on the deep spiritual interpre- 
tation of human values which we have 
set forth, then the argument must of 
necessity culminate in establishing 
that he has a clearly defined world 
view. Of this there is abundant evi- 
dence. 

“We may well begin with the great 
question of war. It is the problem of 
civilization today. Any man who be- 
lieves what he evidently does must 
be opposed to war as such. . . But he 
is no impractical idealist. . . So he 
advocates adequate military prepared- 
ness by sea and land. . . His attitude 
to war, then, is just what discriminat- 
ing citizens with a world view can 
support and advocate. When Amer- 
ica’s fundamental ideals are at stake 
anywhere America must be there. 

Cites Coolidge Speech. 

“Does he recognize our duty to 
mankind and our obligatiors of world 
leadership? It seems strange that 
such an issue need be raised. In 
dealing with this world problem we 
must let the president speak for him- 
self. On Jonuary 11,. 1922, speak- 
ing on the anniversary of the birth- 
day of Alexander Hamiiton, before 
the Hamilton Club of Chicago, he 
recognized in these unmistakable 
words our duty of world teadership: 
‘We are advancing toward a new lea‘i- 
ership among the peoples of the earth, 
which must be promoted not by our 
ipower to take, but by our power to 
bestow. ‘That same moral grandeur 
which has been the national ideal in 
our domestic relations is being made 
the ideal of our foreign relations.’ 
On Washington’s birthday in 1922, 
speaking at Baltimore, he made this 
pungent remark: ‘We do not deny 
our duty to continue the making of 
sacrifices for the welfare of the 
world.’ 

“His message to the congress last 
December while insisting consistently 
upon American independence was an 
unqualified, unimpeachable declara- 
tion of our sense of obligation to all 
mankind. And then came his 
speech on Memorial day of this year, 
With even greater -emphasis and 
earnestness he said, ‘We are not g0- 
ing to be able to avoid meeting the 
world and bearing our part of the 
burdens of the world. We must meet 
these burdens and overcome them, or 
they will meet us and overcome us. 
For my part, I desire my country to 
meet them without evasion and with- 
out fear in an upright, downright, 
square American way.’ 

Appeal of Nomination. 

“In all fairness, I ask cam any one 
honestly question this honest mans 
devotion to humanity? | |. 

“Moreover, back of his fine idealism 
he has definite proposals regarding 
methods of procedure in realizing his 
aims. . .. He believes unquestionably 
in the eternal values of mutual dis- 
cussions. He knows that reason must 
prevail but only when men meet face 
to face do they clearly understand 
one another. Then the play and pow- 
er of personality wins its victories. 
Men must not only think correctly 
but must feel correctly. ... 

“Even more specifically. he boldly

He insists upon doing it in an Ameri- 
can way.

TO GIVE UP RACE 


Paris, June 12.—Edouard Herriot, 
leader of the radical party and po- | 
tential premier, and Aristide Briand, 
another of the leaders of the left coali- 
tion, today asked Paul Painleve, pres- 
ident of the chamber of deputies, to 
withdraw as a candidate for the presi- 
dency of the republic. 

The action was taken after Gaston 
Doumergue, president of the senate, 
and the other possible candidates for 
the Elysee palace of the left parties, 
had told a committee sent to him by 
leaders of the coalition that he would 
not withdraw from the race but would 
pledge himself in favor of the leading 
republican candidate in the event of 
the presence of a reactionary candi- 
date. 

Before the caucus of the parties of 
the left convened and polled 306 
votes for M. Painleve and 149 for M. 
Doumergue in a ballot to select the 
man they would support before the 
national assembly tomorrow, M. Dou- 
mergue announced he was not a can- 
didate before the caucus but that he 
would stand for the office at Ver- 
sailles tomorrow.

The great hall was 
first quiet and then’ reverberating 
with the rolling tones of 10,000 per- 
sons repeating the words of _ the 
Lorau’s Prayer.

The resolution also carried an af- 
fectionate expression for Mrs. Hard- 
ing, the late president’s widow.

Harry A. Mackey, of Pennsylvania, 
offered a resolution to have the con- 
vention express its approval of the 
sesquicentennial at Philadelphia, to 
celebrate the 150th anniversary of the 
signing of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence.

Washington, June 12.—After a 
conference with President Coolidge 
today, Senator Borah said his attitude 
toward the vice presidential nomina- 
tion was unchanged. 

The Idaho senator left the white 
house at 10:55 a. m., and refused to 
add to his earlier statements that he 
would not accept the nomination at 
the hands of the Cleveland convention. 

Discussion between the President 
and Senator Borah was at consider- 
able length. The senator, however, 
declined to go into any detail what- 
ever as to details. 

“My position in respect to the nom- 
ination is irrevocable,” Senator 
Borah said. “It has not changed and 
it will not change.” 

Senator Borah said he had sent a 
telegram to Former Senator Beveridge 
of Indiana, to be read to the conven- 
tion if by any chance his name was 
placed in nomination. This telegram, 
he said, would definitely end all con- 
sideration of his selection. 


KENYON DECLARES 
HIMSELF OUT OF RACE. 


St. Paul, Minn., June 12.—Federal 
Judge W. S. Kenyon, sitting in the 
circuit court of appeals here, declared 
this afternoon that he was not, and 
never has been, a candidate for the 
republican vice presidential nomina- 
tion. 

His judicial] position, Kenyon de- 
clared, made it impossible for him even 
to discuss what his probable action 
would be should the Clevéland conven- 
tion nominate him as President Cool- 
idge’s running mate. 

He said, however, he was confident 
he would not be nominated. 

Judge Kenyon said he was very 
fond of his work and he felt sure 
“his friends would not want to take 
him out of it.” Asked if he “would 
or would not accept the nomination if 
nominated,” Mr. Kenyon said: 

“T cannot even discuss the question.” 

The former lowa senator said that, 
aside from newspaper accounts, he had 
not kept in intimate touch with the 
Cleveland convention. He said Iowa

Three months later he was on Persh- 
ing’s staff, as chairman of the gen- 
eral purchasing board and_ general 
purchasing agent of the A. F. F. 

When the war ended he was Briga- 
dier-General Dawes. He served on the 
liquidation commission of the allies, 
and then resigned from the army. He 
had won the distinguished _ service 
medal, the order of Leopold, of Bel- 
gium, and the cross of an officer of 
the French Legion of Honor for his 
war service, 

Won His Nickname. 


Dawes won his “Hell Maria” title 
when he confronted a house commit- 


Hell Maria!” he told them, “we 

The dynamic general did not long 
remain in private life. When Presi- 
dent Harding was elected and con- 
gress created the budget system he was 
drafted to be budget director. Dawes 
tackled the job with vigor, vision, pep 
and plenty of “Hell Maria’s” to 
tighten up on delinquents, 

With the budget moving efficiently, 
the general went back to Dhieune, and 
for two years was off the national 
stage.

Preparations 
were made to lower the ship's life 
boats and launches for carrying the 
wounded from the crippled dread- 
naught to the Relief. 

Meanwhile, the word that some- 
thing had gone wrong aboard the 
Mississippi spread from the naval pa- 
trol along the water front and all 
who could muster field glasses strain- 
ed their eyes toward the south, where 
the fighting tops of the dreadnaught 
were visible above the horizon. 


Vessel Plainly Seen. 


From Pojnt Firmin, near the mouth 
of the harbor, the distressed vexse] 
could be plainly seen, with sailors 
crowded around the shattered turret. 

As yet no one ashore knew the ex- 
tent of the disaster, but from the Re- 
lief came the news that preparations 
wer@ being made to care for fifty in- 
jured., 

Finally the Mississippi rounded the 
breakwater, the hospital ship racing 
out to meet it, and passengers aboard 
tbe 8. 8. Yale, just then departing for 
San pes mame crowded the rail io 
e'ze awestruck at the appro i 
battleship. os 
The demolished turret and the unusual 
wetivity on the Mississippi showed at 
a glance that death was aboard. As 
the ship came closer they could see 
the rescue work in progress. 

_ Once inside the breakwater the Mis- 
sissippi let go her anchor. 
Secong Explosion Occurs. 

Just then another blast rocked the 
direadnaught. A 14-inch shell shrieked 
past the stern of the Yale and plowed 
into the sea. 

Panie broke out aboard the passen- 
ger vessel, but near the dreadnaugat 
the water was crowded with boats 
ftom the hospital ship pressing on to- 
werd their duty of rescue, carryinz 
es and stretchers to the stricken 
skip. 

Within a few moments, twenty dead, 
injured or dying men had been trans- 
ferred to the Relief. and that was but 
the beginning. After the last man 
bad been taken across, the Missis- 
sippi moved slowly hack to her rez- 
niar berth near the end of the breat- 
water. 

But there was no respite for the 
shattered and careworn personnel ef 
the fighting craft. Hardly had a 
semblance of order been restored ont 
of the chaos of the crash: hardly had 
the vessel’s officers gained an oppor- 
tunity to look about them, hwen it 
was discovered that another “hang 
fire’ still menaced life aboard the 
ship and near it. 

Charge Not Exploded: 

Another unexploded chara in the 
gun chamber was in danger of “letting 
go” at any moment, like the one 
which hurled its ton of steel in the 
harbor and narrowly missed the Yale. 

There was but one course to take, 
and the Mississippi’s commander took 
it. : 

The dreadnanght’s anchor was 
lifted and she steamed out to sea, 
away from the crowded harbor which 
her presence menaced. 

Had the turret, which was revolv- 
ing at the time the explosion on the 
Mississippi oceurred, remained in the 
position in which it was at the time of 
the explosion, the hang fire from the 
left gun wodld have gone into the

To British in Politics 


(Anne Martin, former chairman Na- 
tional Woman's party, in Current His- 
tory Magazine.) 

At the last general election in Great 
Pritain eight women won seats in 
the present parliament. Nor are they 
representatives of only one of the 
three different parties—conservative, 
liberal and labor—which are now vy- 
ing for control in the imperial legisla- 
ture. All three parties are represent- 
ed by women, and one of them has 
attained ministerial rank in the gov- 
ernment headed by Ramsay MacDon- 
ald. . On the other hand, what do we 
find in our own country? At the last 
national election in the United States 
none won seats in our present con- 
gress. Mrs. Winifred Mason Huck 
was elected only for her father’s unex- 
rired term ending March 4, 1925. Mrs. 
Mae Nolan, the only woman in the 
present congress, was chosen aft a 
special election in 1923 to sneceed her 
husband. 
tions are more favorable in Great 
Britain than in the United States for 
women’s political advancement and 
consequent progress toward the attain- 
ment of sex equality? The question is 
one that demands consideration, be- 
cause American women have long been 
regarded as enjoying a far better po- 
sition than their English sisters in 
practically every walk of life with 
this one exception of political activity. 
Yet, even here American women can- 
rot claim they are at a disadvantage, 
even if the results they have shown 
are poor in comparison. 

Why. then, are British women more 
snecessful than American women in 
winning political advancement? The 
eause lies. I believe. in their greater 
nolitical ability and more genuine 
sense of sex solidarity.

International Arbitration 


(J. C. Fehr, United States associ- 
ate counsel, mixed claims commis- 
sion, in Current History Magazine.) 

The United States, in countenanc- 
ing the establishment of new judi- 
cial agencies for internationally sanc- 
tioned arbitral action, is gradually 


‘committing the world to the doctrine 


that all differences between nations 
ean be settled amicably and honor- 
ably by the sound, impartial judg- 
ment of able and learned jurists qual- 
to apply established principles 
of law and customs to such ques- 
tions. International law must rest 
upon a scientific structure and must, 
further, be imbued with color and 
complexion if it is to wield the in- 
fluence which for so many centuries 
has been exercised by the common law 
of England. This new prestige and 
authority which international law is 
now demonstrating are traceable 
largely to the arbitrament by the 
United States of claims and other 
disputes between nations. So great 
has been the growth of this field 
of law in recent years that it bids 
fair to measure up to all the hopes 
and expectations of Grotius, Puffen- 
dorf, Vattel and other publicists, to 
whom much of its early development 
was due. 

It can no longer be argued that 
the so-called law of nations is in- 
effective and negligible because na- 
tions failed to endow it with rules 
governing international conduct.

Chicago, June 12.—In_ their first 
open move to prove that Nathan Leo- 
pold, Jr., and Richard Loeb were and 
are insane, the millionaire families 
of the two young “intellectuals” will 
have them examined Friday by noted 
alienists. 

Dr. Karl Bowman, of New York 
and Boston, who will arrive, early Fri- 
day, will have charge of the examina- 
tion. Dr. James Whitney Hall, of 
Chicago, noted alienist, who will be 
head of the corps of physicians ex- 
pected to testify for the defense dur- 
ing the trial, summoned Dr. Bowman 
by telegraph. After sending for Dr. 
Bowman, Dr. Hall left for New York, 
where he will engage additional alien- 
ists. 

The plan of the defense is to have 
the boys escape the death penalty for 
the slaying of 13-year-old Robert 
Franks by pleading insanity.

Japanese 
issues, joining in the movement, re- 
gained a large part of their recent 
loss. Gains of 1 to 2 points were 
seattered through the public utility 
and industrial sections.

New York, June 12—While the;for April and $400,000,000 for March 


stock market was less active than yes- 
terday, all stocks offered were well 
taken.
